il for tho manufacture of linoleum, 
vhich by tho old process took several 
mouths. 
By tho liberal tiso of ozone 


iuseed oil is now thickened to tho re- 
quired consistency within a few days. 
Most remarkable, however, is tho ad- 
•antago of employing ozone for bleach- 
ng linen, since tho time employed is 
ess than one-third of tho bleaching proc- 
ss by sunlight, not considering that 
his latter is dependent both upon the 
easoii and tho weather. The ozono proc- 
ss of bleaching rendeis the work abso 
utely independent of outside influences. 
Ozouo has also been found very valna- 
jlo in chiiiiical and technical processes, 
jarticnlariy in tho production of pure 
lerivativca of starch, fur in.-,tanco, soln- 
)le Ptarch, dextrin, crystal gum, etc. 
3ero tho ozouo i-j instrumental in tak 
ng away all the matter which causes 
ho chirk color, bad odor and taste.— 
hiladelphia Record.

NATIONAL, SILVER PARTY. 


The Nevada idea of dealing with the 


financial question has been indorsed 
by a national conference at Washing- 
ton." This coaference was composed of 
men who have heretofore affiliated \vith 
the Republican, Democratic and Popa- 
list parties, but who are now willing to 
subordinate party allegiance and fealty 
to the principles enuneiatsd by the 
conference and to support the nominees 
of the National Convention provided 
for by the conference. 


It is left to the National Convention 


to name the party, but as principles, 
not names, arc what intelligont men 
contend for the name is of minor im- 
importance. The convention is to meet 
at St. Louis July 22d. As the People's 
party National Convention will be held 
at the same time and place it is prob- 
able that a unification of the tv, o parties 
will be accomplished. Both agree on 
the paramount issue and differ, if they 
differ at all, only on matters of minor 
importance. An effort will bo made by 
the gold speculators, however, to keep 
them apart and no doubt emissaries of 
the gold trujtt', in the guise of financial 
reformers, will bo at the conventions 
for the pcrpose of creating dissensions. 
Some of the inor t prominent meu in 
the silver conference were Populists of 
national reputation. Among these are 
Senator Butler of North Carolina and 
Senator Allen of Nebraska, \,ho, of 
coarse, will use then influence to unite 
all who are in favor of releasing the 
country from the deadly grip of the 
gold combination. 
So that they will 


present an unbroken front to the com- 
mon enemy in the next Piesidential 
campaign. To accomplish this unifica- 
tion should be the aim of every man 
who believes in restoring silver to 
its old standard and prosperity to the 
country, and those who do augbt to 
prevent it should be looked upon with 
suspicion and advis-ed-to go with the 
old parties where they rightfully be- 
long. 
In this State theie was no 


material difference between the Silver 
and Populist platforms of 1804, and in 
this county four-fifths of thoso who 
supported 
the State 
Silver ticket 


voted for the Populist county ticket. 
The principle = both contended for were 
almost identical, but by dividing their 
forces they cave the united gold men a 
great advantage. This year by uniting 
all who are for monetary reform in 
solid phalanx it is not unreasonable 
to expect that the gold men will be dis- 
lodged at the National Capital and that 
every State from Ohio west and south 
will cast its electoral vote for a Presi- 
dential candidate who is unequivocally 
in favor of the full restoration of silver 
and of issuing Government uon-iu- 
terest bearing notes to increase the 
circulating medium instead of interest- 
bearing bonds for gold to be shipped to 
Europe, which contracts nither than

Thero are Republicans in Congress 


who, unlike the leaders of the party in 
Nevada, favor free silver and proclaim 
the fact to the public. The Senators 
who are for free coinage have signed a 
declaration which is intended to be 
used as a demand in the coming cam- 
paign which the silver men will make 
for a plank in the national platform. 
It recites that the present financial 
system endangers the industrial pi os- 
perity of the United States. 
It was, 


therefore, resolved that the signers 
favor the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 1C to 1, and that 
they favor a tariff which shall equalize 
the difference in the cost of labor be- 
tween this country and the countries 
of Europe and Asia. 


It is expected that every Republican 


in Congress who favors the remone- 
tization of silver will sign the declara- 
tion. It is doubtful, howevar, if more 
than ten per cent of Mr. Reed's House 
will do so, and that will not affect the 
gold element which controls the party 
The majority does not particulai ly ob- 
ject to Republicans who have consti- 
tuencies that believe in restoring sil- 
ver talking in favor of frae coinage so 
lg§g as they vote with the majority, in 
fact talking for silver and voting for 
gold is one of the stragetic methods 
adopted by the party leaders to get 
votes.
